Overweights Not Alway* Too Well Fed 


PE R H A PS you are not getting enough to eat . . . that Is. not 
I 
enough of the right foods. In which case you are malnourished, 
even with 50 or more pounds too much weight. We are so accustomed 
to thinking of overweights as being too well fed, and “bursting with 
health”, that m alnutrition in that connection seeing paradoxical!. But 
not ail calories furnish good nutri­ 
tion. 
To give you a slight indication 
of how far things can go in the 
wrong direction, one overweight, 
weighing 217 pounds, went to her 
doctor because of fatigue and very 
low blood pressure, and the doc­ 
tor said her trouble was caused 
by malnutrition. 
He put her on a 
perfectly balanced diet of 800 cal­ 
ories a day, fortified with vitamin 
concentrates. 
You may find It difficult to be­ 
lieve, but on 800 calories, all In 
foods 
that furnished 
their 
full 
share of protection, plus a concen­ 
tra te to supply extra vitamins, our 
overweight was better nourished 
than she was on 3,000 to 4.000 cal­ 
ories a day, largely in carbohy­ 
drate and fats. 


HER STORY has a happy end­ 
ing. 
She rebuilt her blood pres­ 
sure and at the same time slimmed 
lo inches off her waistline and re­ 
duced her weight to 165 pounds 
. . . while being better nourished! 
P art of the waistline girth was 
bloat, which is one sign of malnu­ 
trition. 
If your dally meals, over a long 
period of time, have been Inade­ 
quate. then you are quit* likely 
suffering from malnutrition, excess 
weight to the contrary. 
Right there is the reason I con­ 
tinually stress the importance of 
the protective foods. 
The truth 
is that a person can alm ost starve 
to death so far as tissue nourish­ 
ment is concerned, and yet pile on 
an extra burden of fat to further 
depleted vitality.

“Y” 
overseas headquarters in Columbia 
University in World W ar I. 
It was the Saturday before Ar­ 
mistice Day, Nov. 7, 1918, and dur­ 
ing a lull In a “Y” workers confer­ 
ence, th* “Lady of the Poppies” 
picked up a magazine and read 
John McCrea’s famous poem, “in 
Flanders Fields''. 
Deeply Impressed, she took a' 
pledge to wear a red poppy as a 
sign of rem embrance for the men 
who died in Flanders Fields. 
Other “Y“ conferences adopted; 
the red poppy as the emblem of 
its overseas work to be worn in 
honor of the soldiers who,had per­ 
ished in the war. and through the 
efforts of Miss Michael, many other 
organizations gave their support to 
the idea. 
The first sale of poppies to the 
public was by a group of Boy 
Scouts In Carnegie Hall, Feb. 14, 
1919, when a Canadian air ace, Col. 
William A. Bishop, spoke on “Air 
Fighting In Flanders Fields”. 
In 1920 the state convention of 
the Georgia American Legion en­ 
dorsed the poppy and voted that 
each member of the American Le­ 
gion in Georgia wear it each year. 
This resolution was carried to 
the national convention that aam* 
year and the poppy was officially 
accepted as “a symbol perpetually 
to remind us and to teach coming 
generations the value of this ‘light 
of liberty' and our debt to thoae 
who helped to save It for us by 
paying the aupreme sacrifice”.

adopted the poppy the following 
year.

At Indianapolis, Proving Ground for' Motor Car Development
